4. Turn off the lights to make the room 
darker. 

5. Shine the flashlight through the glass 
and down toward the paper. You will 
see a rainbow appear on the paper. 

6. Move the flashlight up and down and 
side to side. Does the rainbow move on 
the paper? Try moving the flashlight 
closer to the glass and then farther 
away. Does the size of the rainbow 
change? Write down what you notice 
in the notebook.
